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Marshall Reports Advance 


As Conferences Complete 


First Day Of Talks

CHUNGKING,

7 — Gen. 
George C. Marshall met today with 
government and communist peace 
negotiators and at the end of the 
first historic session declared that 
‘ we have made progress”. 
President Truman's special en­ 
voy, 
making his 
first comment 
since he stepped into the midst of 
the Chinese negotiations after the 
rivals agreed to methods leading 
to a truce, said the conferences 
will be resumed tomorrow, 
Gen. 
Marshall 
met for about 
three hours with Gen. Chou Kn-lai, 
head of the delegation the com­ 
munists sent. here to talk peace, 
and Gen. Chang Chun, represent­ 
ing the Chinese government. 
All Emerge Smiling 
All three emerged smiling from 
the conference. 
• 
Earlier Gen. Chou had predicted 
that a truce halting the spotted 
fighting in China's civil turmoil 
would he made effective before 
Thursday, when China's all-party! 
conference 
will open 
its 
peace 
meeting designed to skirt the peril 
of civil war and work out a pro­ 
gram of peace and unity. 
It is understood that no political 
problems were touched upon at to­ 
day's session, which was devoted! 
entirely to a discussion of details 
for the truce and the restoration 
of China's paralyzed communica­ 
tions. 
The session took place at Gen 
Marshall's temporary home, which 
since his arrival in Chungking late 
last month has been one of the 
busiest spots in the wartime capi­ 
tal. 
Cease Fire Draft Studied 
It generally is conceded 
that 
Gen. Marshall’s direct participation 
in attempts to solve the current 
crisis has aroused far greater hope 
of settlement than had existed be 
fore. 
Agreement of both factions on 
procedures for the ending of ho* 
tilities was announced Saturday, 
but fixing a date for the cease-fire 
orders awaited 
a conference of 
Gen. Marshall, Gen. Chou and Gen. 
Chang. 
Communist and government lead­ 
ers reportedly are studying the 
first draft of ceasefire orders to­ 
day. 
As soon as the two parties 
agree on wording, the orders will 
be submitted for Gen. Marshall’s 
approval, reported Dr. Lo Lung- 
chi, 
a 
spokesman 
for 
China’s 
Democratic League. 
Dr. Lo said the proposed truce 
would not apply to Manchuria, be­ 
cause it was not regarded as a i 
zone of hostilities. Observers here 
said this might indicate that the | 
Chinese communists are reconciled 
to control of Manchuria by Chiang I 
Kai-shek's National government.
